Pensioners Beheaded 



Washington, July 24, 1893. 
Secretary Carlisle is again on duty, 
having returned from the ten-day 
acation which is probably the only 
nc he will get for many months to 
come, as the general belief, fully 
shared by himself, is that he has now 
entered upon a long period of the 
hardest work of his life. His depart- 
ment deals exclusively with the two 
great questions that will occupy the 
time of Congress— the tariff and 
finance — and it is his desire to be pre- 
pared to furnish all of the information 
on both subjects that will from time 
to time be asked for from the time 
that Congress takos up these 
questions until it disposes of them, 
and when that will be is a conundrum 
that no wise man will try to answer 
this time. 

Not the slightest bit of sensation 
was caused by the alleged news, re- 
ceived here early in the w e'<, of the 
disabling of the U. S. S. Mohican by 
a shot from a poachiug sealer flying 
the Hawaiian flag, for the very simple 
reason that uobody believed a word of 
it. The department has had reports 
from Behring8 sea dated a month later 
than when the alleged disabling took 
place, which make no mention what- 
ever of any such incident. That'i 
why nobody believed the story. 

The number of pensioners absolute 
ly dropped from the roll since March 
4, last is 245, but in the same period 
6,090 have been suspended, pending 
further investigation. Judging from 
past experience in such cases it is es- 
timated that a large majority of the 
latter will finally be dropped. The 
work of examination is being pushed 
as rapidly as possible and will be con 
fined for a long time to pensions gran 
ted under the act of 1890. 

Now that Secretary Lamout has 
taken a four years lease on a a Wash- 
ington residence the rumor-mongers 
will prodably cease starting stories of 
his intended early retirement from 
the Cabinet. He will live in good 
compauv as his house is next door to 
that of Senator Brice and 
stone's throw of the White 
The Secretary came here this week to 
consult with Secretary Gresham 
regard to several matters under the 
State department which were unset- 
tled when the President left town, and 
while here he signed the lease for h 
house. Although accompanied by 
Mrs. Lamout whose face is 8 
well-known as his own the Secretary 
spent several hours in Washington 
and got safely away before the news- 
paper men knew of his visit. How- 
ever, it would not have made much 
difference, as Lamont is a past-master 
in the art of talking with out saying 
anything, which Talleyrand said was 
the first requirement of diplomacy. 

During the short time Secretary 
Lamout remained in town ho found 
time to decide that Army officers who 
desire to attend the World's Fair muf 
pay their own fare like other peopli 
and that permissions granted officers 
to attend the fair do not carry 
transportation. While this will' u 
the plans of numerous Army off! 
who havo boon calculating to take in 
the big show at Uncle Sam's expet 
its justness is manifest to all. The 
salary of the Army officers who will 
visit the fair go right along and 
they certainly should be willing to 
pay their own expenses. 

Attorney-General Oluey has been 
accused of not looking very favorably 
upon the practical side of politics, i. e., 



putting out the opposition and putting 
•ers of his own party, but be- 
fore leaving Washington for a short 
vacation he showed that accusation to 
have been undeserved by notifying a 
number of the assistants to the Attor- 
ney-General with salaries ranging 
from $ 1,500 to |3,000 that their resig- 
lations were dosired, and it is Btated 
by those who know that every Repub- 
lican connected with the Department 
of Justice, outside of the classified 
service, is to be made to walk the 
plank. 

A good many guesses have been 
printed about the chairmanships of 
the important comm ttce-i of the i exi 
House, and one of them was that Rep- 
resentative Bland would not again be 
Chairman of the Coinage Committee. 
Now, it can i>e stated upon excellent 
authority and without violating any- 
body's confidence that Mr. Bland will 
be chairman of that committee in the 
next House, unloss he declines to serve 
again, and there is no apparent reasou 
why he should do that. 

Speaker Crisp is not expected here 
until about August 5, two days before 
Congress assembles, and a movement 

now on foot to postpone the Demo- 
cratic House caucus for the nomina- 
tion of officers until the morning of 
the 7th, as it will only require a few 
minutes for it to transact its business. 
The canvass for Sergeant-at-Arms and 
Doorkeeper is going on quietly and 
all of the candidates are claiming to 
be safe. There is practically no con- 
test for the other places — Clerk, Post- 
master and Chaplain.

A Letter From Henry Clay. 



The Detroit Free Press, of late date, 
publishes a letter from Henry Clay 
written to his friend, Frank Thomas, 
of this city. The letter is especially 
" terestlng to Mt. Sterling people be- 

mse it refers to those who were well 
known to our older citizens. Mr. 
Thomas was the father ot Mrs. Louisa 
French, whose property the letter now 
is. The editor refered to is a Mr. 
Dowling, who was a Jackson Demo- 
crat, aud whose death occurred only a 
year or two since in Washington, City. 
Ashland, October 5, 1829. 

Dear Sir — Since my return from 
the Green River Country, Mr. Smith 
has shown me a sketch, by whom 
made I know not, of my speech at Mt. 
Sterling, which appears to have been 
addressed to you. It is in general re- 
markably accurate and is certainly a 
much fuller as well as more correct 
representation of what I said on that 
occasion than was published in the 
Mt. Sterling paper. Still I do not 
wish its publication, for two reasons, 
first of which is that I do not think it 
of sufficient importance and the second, 
that I do not mean at any time to be 
forced to publish auy speech by the 
garbled accounts of it from an ini- 
mical source. One of the conditions 
on which I consented to address the 
meetiug was that my speech should 
not be published. To that I adhere. 
My indisposition to the publisher dot 
not proceed from any objection which 
I have to my expressions or even my 
thoughts being known to the whole 
world, but becauso I do not wish to 
present myself [too frequently before 
the public.

JUGGLING WITH FIGURES. 

A Misleading- Proclamation Issued 
by the Chinese Authorities. 

A letter recently received at the 
state department from Mr. Denby, the 
United States Minister to China, was 
accompanied by a proclamation issued 
by the Chinese authorities, in which 
was stated that 100,000 Chinese, who 
have returned to China from the 
United States during the past year, 
would be prevented by the law from 
again entering this couutry. 

n investigation by the treasury 
department has developed that since 
! less than 31,000 Chinese have re- 
turned to their native country, and the 
exageration of the proclamation is 
still more apparent when taken in 
consideration with the well known 
fact that only a small proportion of 
Chinese leave this country with the 
intention of returning.

heart as he was holding his babe ii 
his arms. Shoemaker then entered 
the yard anil tired shot after shot ink 
the quivering bodies. Richard Lu 
kius, Sr., hearing the firing, ran to the 
scene of the trouble, only to be met by 
the murderer who opened tire cu him, 
shooting him through the thigh. Br 
this time a crowd was gathering, and 
Shoemsker ran a couple of squares 
aud sitting down sent a bullet iuto his 
abdomen, and was dead in a few min- 
ute*.

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The danger of becoming hardened or 
confirmed in sin, nnbeliof or opposition 
to Qod and Jesus Christ is a universal 
one. It is one that threatens the Chris- 
tian and the sinner alike, as we see illus- 
trated in our topical references. It is a 
danger against which the Bible constant- 
ly warns all men, Rnd the terrible conse- 
quences of which are vividly portrayed 
in the sacred volume. In our Bible ref- 

T Thrunbdiovers hardened (Acts xlx, 
8). Saul is at Ephesus. Some believing 
Jews are baptized and receive the Holy 
Ghost, but certain others, who do not 
believe, become all the more hardened in 
their disbelief. They close their eyes to 
the truth. They will not Bee. They 
will not hear. They resist the truth. 
They reject it, and thus become more 
confirmed in unbelief. This is always 
the result of persistent refusal to hear 
God's truth and the rejection of it. God 
forsakes the unbeliever and leaves him 
alone in bis unbelief, and thus He Is said 
to harden his heart. Thus it is also thnt 
men become hardened in sin. In the face 
of warning and prayers and entreaty 
and tears, they persist in their evil way 
until God's spirit is withdrawn from 
them, andjthey are given over to a repro- 
bate mind. It was in this way that God 
hardened the heart of Pharoah of old, 
by withdrawing His influenoe from him 
that would have made him act different- 
ly. Let us 1 e warned against the danger 
and neither persist in unbelief nor actual 
sin lest our hearts becomes hardened and 
ourselves forsaken of God.

It Is hardly practicable to give direc- 
tiom in writing for stacking hay. There 
are some things that are best learned 
from observation, and stacking hay is one 
of these. Therefore if yon wish to be- 
come proficient take lessons by watch- 
ing a good stacker. The foundation 
ought to be made of boards or some tim- 
bers to keep the hay from absorbing 
moisture from the ground. Be sure i " 
keep the middle highest; it should 
evenly trod down on all sides. Pitch the 
hay onto the stack from different sides 
or near the center of the stack to pre- 
vent the hay from packing on one side 
more than on the other. The top should 
be finished with long, straight, coarse 
grass or straw. In the old country stacks 



In the cut here reproduced from The 
Farm Journal is shown a hay barrack 
with a roof that can be raised and lowered 
to accommodate a greater or less amount. 
The poles must be set solidly and per- 
pendicularly and the roof frame put to- 
gether with mortise and tenon, so the 
raising and lowering will not wrench it 
and make the roof leak. The roof if 
made steep may be of matched boards, 
but shingles will be cheaper in the long 
run. Most of the manufactured roofing 
is not desirable— in fact, very little of it 
is worth the labor of applying. The 
holes in the corners through which the 
poles project are the one defect in this 
form of barrack, making the immovable 
roof superior to it. The rain flows down 
the roof and poles, frequently wetting the 
stack. The roof water can be kept out 
by nailing tin to the under side of the 
roof and letting it flare out of the hole 
above the roof surface to catch the water 
and throw it away from the pole holes.

A HAT BARRACK. 

The roof is raised by a lever and pins. 
Holes are bored at least four inches deep 
on the outside surf ace of the poles, as the 
engraving shows. A pin or iron bolt is 
then inserted in one and the lever placed 
on It. When the lever is raised, another 
pin is slipped in under it and the lever 
borne down until the first pin is removed 
and placed higher up in the next hole un- 
der the end of the lever. When the bar- 
rack Is filled, the cover is allowed to rest 
on the hay as a weight. A stack 18 " 
square and 18 feet high holds about 10 
tons, 513 cubic feet being considered an 
avorage ton. Measure the length, width 
and height and multiply them all togeth- 
er to obtain the cubic contents. If the 
roof bo lowered onto a couple of sleds or 
wagons, the poles can be set elsewhere 
and the roof raised on them as at first 
A shows the tin placed around the hole 
B is the lever and the holes In the post. 

Need, of the Cotton Plant. 

The "Report on the Climatology of ths 
Cotton Plant" by Professor P. H. Mell 
of the Alabama Polytechnic institute is 
perhaps to the southern farmer the most 
valuable and instructive bulletin issued 
this year by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. As to the needs 
of the plant at this season of the year 
Professor Mell says: 

This period might be properly termed 
the season from "chopping out" to ths 
appearance of the first boll. In the cen- 
tral portions of the cotton belt this time 
Is generally from the 1st of June to the 
1st of August. The first bloom opens 
early in June, and the first boll forms 
early in August. During this period In 
the life of the plant there must be a 
large supply of sunshine and only so 
much moisture as will furnish the plant 
with what it needs and at the same time 
not make the soil so damp aa to cause 
too rapid multiplication of surface roots, 
nor cause too great a growth of what 
farmers term "weed"— that is, rapid de- 
velopment of stalk and branches to the 
detriment of flowers and fruit. 

The atmosphere must not be very dry, 
but there must be that degree of mois- 
ture present that will readily become ab- 
sorbed by the soil at night in the shape 
of dew, with occasional good showers 
through the season. The surface sell 
must be often stirred during this grow- 
ing period, so as to permit of free circu- 
lation of air through the soil, the pene- 
tration of the warm sun's rays and the 
condensation of moisture from the at- 
mosphere as it circulates over the soft 
land at night and in the cool early morn- 
ing. In this manner much of the mois- 
ture required by the roots will be se- 
cured, although rains may not be fre- 
quent, and at the same time an ample 
supply of sunshine and warmth will give 
the young buds vigor and cause them to 
open promptly and bring forth healthy, 
well developed holla. 



White Corn and Yellow Corn. 

There is very little difference in the 
feeding value of yellow and white corn, 
for color never really effects the nutri- 
tive properties of this grain. The north- 
ern flint varieties contain more oil than 
tho southern or dent varieties, but the 
latter contains the larger percentage of 
starch, but this is changed to fat or oil 
when assimilated in the digestive organs 
of animals. It is thought, however, says 
American Agriculturist, that the north- 
ern flint varieties are best for fattening 
animals quickly, but being harder they 
nore difficult of digestion unless iii 
the form of very fine meal. In sweet 
corn tho sugar as well as the starch which 
Is changed to sugar in other varieties goes 
to form the fat of animals, while the 
phosphates in tho grain aid in tho build- 
ing up of the bones and muscles.

The State Superintendent has seut 
out a circular notifying the County 
Examiners of Superintendents of 
tchools to hold the examination Satur- 
day, July 29. The examination for 
this county will begin at 2 p. m. at the 
Court-house. The following is the 
text of Superintendent Thompson's 
circular: 

After cousultatation with the Attor- 
ney General relative to the question as 
to whether the County Superintend- 
ents now in office will have to be re- 
examined for certificates of eligibility, 
I have to advise you as follows : 

1. He construes the language in Sec. 
38, provdlng for exemption from re- 
examinatiou in case a Superintendent 
has been continuously iu office, etc., 
to apply solely to those who may ob- 
tain certificates of eligibility under the 
revised Bchool law, aud that all candi- 
dates who mean to stand for re-election 
to the office of County Superintend- 
ent in November, 1893, must be ex- 
aminedthelastSatu^ayinthismonth. 

2. The County Board for examina- 
tion of candidates will be constituted 
as heretofore, of the county Judge, 
County Clerk and a competent person 
selected by them. 

3. Those who prefer to do so can be 
examined by the State Hoard of Ex- 
ami ners at this office, on the same day, 
The questions used here will be the 
Bame as those 
Boards, and 
obtain. 

4. The question will be sent under 
seal and iu registered packages, as pre- 
scribed|by law, in about three weeks 
from this date. 

5. It is not discretionery with the 
State Board of Kxamiuers for this 
animation to tlx any other day thau 
the one named above, or to grant 
special license. 

6. The fee will be only $2 instead of 
$3 as heretofore.

His pri- 
vate Secretary has $3,250 ; his assist 
ant Secretary, $2,25U ; the stenogra 
pher $1,800, each of the Ave messen- 
ger $1,200, the steward $1,800, the 
two doorkeepers $1,200, while other 
employes are paid in proportion down 
to the man who takes care of the fires, 
who receives $864. In addition $8,000 
is allowed for incidentals, such as sta- 
tionery and carpetB ; $12,500 for repai 
and refurnishing, $25,000 for fn 
$4,000 for the greenhouse and $15,000 
for the table, gas and other incidentals. 
In all the President and his house costs 
the country over $125,000 a year. 

"Not many people know how much 
money enters into the composition of 
a first-class passenger car. To build

The Perpetual Home of Cholera. 

A Russian, Dr. Telyafus, cites the 
way in which the plague disappeared 
from Egypt when the fellahees of 
Egypt ceased to bury their dead on the 
borders of the Nile. Formerly the 
bodies were placed so near the river, 
that when the rise took place, they 
were washed out of the ground in all 
conditions of decomposien, and were 
floated down the sluggish stroam and 
were caught iu the broad expanse 
of the delta as the waters behind di- 
minished in volume. Then the hot 
added its power to that of the wa- 
ter, and the poisonous gases and parti- 
cles were diffused among the living ; 
and if there is one physiological law 
stronger than another, it would seem 
to be that particles that have once 
formed part of a living body are 
deadly poison to it when they are 
made to again enter the circulation 
in a state of decomposition. 
§|Dr. Telyafus calls attention to the 
fact that the perpetual habitat of the 
cholera bacillus is the delta of the 
Ganges— a low-lying area of about 
7,500 square miles, intersected by 
many mouths of the Ganges and Brah- 
maputra rivers. The soil of the delta 
Is very moist, and contaius the decay- 
ing remains of many forms of animal 
and plant life. Cholera is always to 
be found among the people who dwell 
among and about those river mouths 
and after unusually heavy rains or 
I other ill-understood causes it 
rages as an epidemic, and starts on a 
deadly career to other regions, circling 
he globe before it stops. The world 
ias passed through four of these de- 
structive pandemics, and .is now hold- 
ing its breath in the terror of expec- 
tation in the course of the fifth. 

People who know the fatalistic, ap- 
athetic natives of India, fancy it an 
nrealistic dream to think of stamp- 
ing out the disease ; but such miracles 
of sanitation have already been 
achieved in Hindustan, where the 
strong hand of English power has, 
been able to make itself felt, that Dr- 
Telyafus dares to hope. The first step 
ho would take would be to restrain the 
natives from casting their dead into 
the sacred river— or at least he would 
have them made to cremate the dead 
and scatter the harmless ashes in the 
waters, and he would have the delta 
area itself made dryer by the plantiug 
of eucalyptus groves, as is already 
done on an extensive scale in Algiers, 
thus rescuing from wasteful idleness 
largo areas of land which now sustain 
a uumerons population of industrious 
and prosperous people. Draiuage 
also scientifically applied to large sec- 
tions here, has accomplished wonders 
in creating habitable spots out of 
which was once considered use 
grouud ; and the world really owes 
France a debt tor the proofs she has 
shown in the application of a thor- 
ough and iutetligent sanitation, that 
even tropical Africa can be made a 
wholesome homo for men. The Rus- 
sian optimist thinks that even in the 
poison-breeding delta the money argu- 
ment may yet bo brought to bear, for 
reclaimed lauds, when devoted to ag- 
riculture, soon pay principal and in- 
torest for the reclamation. Already 
extensive and costly water works have 
been introduced in Calcutta. — N. Y. 
Independent.

Airing Cellars. 

A breeze feels so refreshing that 
many people, who know bettor if they 
would stop to considar the ma 
think that they are cooling off the 
rooms by opening the doors and 
dows when the mercury stands at 100 
degrees iu the sun outside, but at the 
same time they would know better 
than to turn a hot stream of water 
into a pail of drinking water to coel 
it. The same is applied to cellars. To 
keep them cool they should be kept 
closed when the air outside is wai 
than it is inside. The "cool" breeze 
coming in at the window from the out 
side is a delusion. The rapid change 
of air hastens evaporation and cools 
the surface of the body while it wi 
the air in the room. For living n 
the cooling breeze ot the day is w 
more than the few degrees that would 
be gained during the night by keep- 
ing the heat out, but cellars should be 
kept cool and must be aired. There- 
fore windows should be kept closed iu 
the day time unless there is an un- 
usually cold time. Open at night and 
let the air change but do not open on 
very warm nights.— Mirror and 
Farmer.
